Ih the Mayor and City Cauncil of Baltimore: 

In compliance with the ordinance of the City, the Commis- 
sioners of Public Schools of Baltimore respectfully present 
this their Forty-third Annual Report of the condition of the 
schools under their charge. They also submit the accompa- 
ning reports of the Superintendent of Instruction, and the 
Committee on Accounts, which contain most valuable and in- 
teresting information connected with the schools, with a com- 
plete and accurate account of all the receipts and expenditures 
for the year 1871, together with an estimate of the require- 
ments of the same for the present year. 

It is with the greatest satisfaction that we can congratulate 
you upon the present status of the schools under our charge, 
which we can safely declare have never presented at any pre- 
vious time a more improved and prosperous condition. 
Throughout the whole system, from the lowest classes in the 
Primaries, up to the highest classes in the High Schools, the 
most marked improvement has been observable. Our great 
object has been to teach thoroughly the subjects that are 
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taught, 60 that the pupil shall possess an intelligent 
comprehension of them, and for the success that has been 
thus achieved we are indebted to the devoted labors and high 
attainments of the most able corps of instructors now in onr 
employ. The history of the schools during the past year has not 
been marked by any unusual occurrence. There has been no in- 
vasion of any epidemic disease to interfere with the health of 
the children or create any panic or alarm. The general at- 
tendance of the pupils has been most excellent, and the in- 
crease in their number will compare favorably with that of 
previous years. 

New school-houses have been erected and occupied. Old 
ones have been remodeled and improved, and many necessary 
and desirable improvements have been designed and effected 
through the prompt and efficient energy of the Inspector of 
Public Buildings, and the City Commissioner. There re- 
mains, however, much yet to be done in this direction to secure 
the comfort and health of the children. Many of the school 
buildings erected when the system in its infancy required only 
moderate accommodation for limited numbers of pupils, are 
now so overcrowded as not only to interfere most materially ' 
with the operations of the teachers in* affording proper in- 
struction to their classes, but also to operate most perniciously 
upon the health of the children confined therein from the im- 
perfect and inadequate ventilation inseparable from their con- 
dition. 

This is a serious evil, and should be remedied as speedily 
as possible, though it would be perhaps impracticable to 
accomplish the whole work during any one year ; but, it 
would be expedient to adopt some system by which these 
important matters could be gradually accomplished, year by 
year, in regular succession, and thus in a comparatively short 
time this condition could be remedied without increasing 
greatly, if at all, our annual estimate for necessary repairs to 
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buildings. There are some schools which have been presented 
yearly as sadly needing improvement and enlargement ; No. 
1 Grammars and Primaries, for instance, which are among the 
largest and most important schools under our jurisdiction, have 
not been improved, whilst other buildings not so needy in 
many respects have secured necessary alterations through the 
active interference and influence of especial friends. We*do 
not desire to neglect any, but wish a system to be introduced by 
which all would be attended to in regular order, and the present 
desultory method of operating discontinued. 

The frequent changes in the representation of the Board of 
Public School Commissioners, is a matter of very serious mo- 
ment in its relation to their usefulness in connection with the 
interests of the schools under their charge. Each year the 
constitution of the Board is materially changed. Numbers 
are retired, and new members appointed. This sometimes in- 
volves a majority of the Board, and cannot but operate pre- 
judicially. The services of valuable members who have gained 
the experience of years are often thus lost to the city and the 
schools, and no equivalent advantage thereby gained, for by the 
time the new members have acquired a useful experience they 
are in like manner liaole to removal, and new ones again ap- 
pointed. If any good resulted from these frequent changes, 
there could be no objection to this course, but as on the con- 
trary much evil and injury to our school system may be there- 
by incurred, we would respectfully submit that an ordinance 
be passed looking to the greater permanence of the Board by 
changing only one-fourth of their number annually, thus 
securing the services of a majority of the members for a 
longer period. To secure and retain the services of the ablest 
and most zealous friends of our school system for the longest 
time they may be willing to serve, should be the object 
most desired. 

The subject of compulsory education is one whose vast im- 
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portance is now agitating the minds of the profoundest think- 
ers and statesmen of Europe, and should occupy our cahn and 
deliberate attention, if not immediately, at least in the very 
near future. The results obtained have proved of most sig- 
nificant benefit in those countries where it has been already 
adopted. In Saxony, Prussia, Sweden, Denmark, Holland, 
Norway, Baden, Wurtemberg, and Bavaria, not more than 
three per cent, upon an average of the whole population are 
to be found who cannot read, write, and work the common 
rules of arithmetic. We are bound to protect the public 
interest, in every possible manner from the spread of vice and 
ignorance, its foster parent, and at no time can these tenden- 
cies be so hopefully contended with, and so successfully eradi- 
cated as in youth. As a matter of wise economy, aside from the 
moral effects secured, would it not be far better to incur ihe in- 
creased expense'of educating all the children of the community 
of every class, color, and condition, with the hope of making 
them useful citizens, rather than subsequently to be taxed for 
their maintenance in our alms houses, and punitive institutions, 
whither the want of proper education and moral discipline so 
frequently lead them in their after lives, degraded in their 
manhood, wrecked and ruined in the hope of usefulness for- 
ever. The record of all our institutions for the punishment 
of crime will show the very large proportion of their inmates 
composed of those who can neither read nor write. Let us 
prepare by wise legislation to throw around the young, all 
those protective influences which our educational system 
affords. 

The subject of physical education is of very deep import- 
ance, as affecting vastly the future welfare of our children. 
Perhaps, whilst we have been busily engaged in developing 
the intellectual faculties, and intent upon promulgating the 
most advanced and improved method of imparting knowledge, 
and cultivating the mind most carefully and efficiently in its 
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development, we have not considered as fully as the subject 
demands, the value of the physical training of the body. 
Some simple system of exercise during recess in which all 
would participate, would be a very great improvement upon 
the method now in use. Many delicate and sensitive children 
shrink from the turbulent and sometimes rude plays now too 
prevalent, and are thereby deprived of that healthful recrea- 
tion which they need far more than those who, differently con- 
stituted, enjoy an overflow of health and spirits. 

BALTIMORE CITY COLLEGE. 

That subject of chronic lamentation, — the Baltimore City 
College Building, — which for the past fifteen years has afforded 
annually such abundant matter for melancholy regrets, not- 
withstanding all the fervent promises and eloquent professiona 
of interest that have been from time to time extended, still 
remains as a crumbling monument of our withered hopes and 
blasted expectations. 

We had credulously trusted that during the past year we 
should certainly have seen the foundations laid of a building 
worthy of this city, and suitable in all respects to the require- 
ments of this our most prominent school ; but history must 
write the sad record of our disappointment. We hoped much 
and have obtained nothing. However, we do not altogether 
despair, our hopes are revived once more, and we look with 
great confidence to the present municipal authorities to ac- 
complish this long delayed and much needed work. 

In connection with this subject of establishing the Balti- 
more City College in a suitable building, there arises the most 
important consideration of enlarging the sphere of its useful- 
ness, and the propriety of elevating the course of studies there- 
in, so that it shall be placed upon an equal footing in all re- 
spects to that of a first class collegiate institution. The 
curriculum of our City College, as now constituted, is con- 
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fessedly incomplete and imperfect as a College course of in- 
struction, and it becomes our duty to afford our pupils every 
passible facility to obtain a complete and thorough education 
in every respect, which will but serve to make them the more 
useful and accomplished as citizens, and enable them to meet 
upon more equal terms in the great arena of life, those who 
have had the means and opportunities to secure to themselves 
these great benefits in other institutions. 

We cannot but think that the enlightened public sentiment 
which has always characterized our entire community upon 
the subject of Public Education, will not fail to sustain this 
important improvement, the results of which will be to confer 
such great and permanent blessings upon their children. 

It may be urged that the changes here proposed will extend 
our course of instruction much farther than was originally 
contemplated by our school system. This may be true, but 
systems of education, in order to prove satisfactory by secur- 
ing and developing continued beneficial results, must neces- 
sarily be progressive. If any education be good and desira- 
ble, then it follows that the highest education we can obtain 
must be the best and most desirable. The imparting of in- 
struction is a science, and the mind of man, with all its rare en- 
dowments and wonderful powers of acute analysis and refined 
investigation, has never yet succeeded since the world began 
in exhausting any subject of science or art, however ardent 
and zealous the pursuit may have been, nor is it likely to do 
80 in all future ages. Perfection is never really actually at- 
tained, but is always only approximated. 

That condition of our schools which was received as al- 
together satisfactory five years ago, would not be accepted as 
such at present ; and that which is satisfactory to us now, will 
not be up to the requirements demanded five years hence. 
We cannot afford to remain stationary; not to progress is to 
retrograde. 
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The C03t of maintaining the school in its proposed improved 
condition, will not be increased above what it now is. The 
present most efficient corps of professors would be amply suf- 
ficient to supply all the requirements of such Institution for 
some time to come. 

An Act of Incorporation obtained from the Legislature of 
the State, with an annual appropriation less than that now 
bestowed upon the Agricultural College, or the College of St. 
John's, will secure the benefits of a first-class educatipn to a 
very large and increasing class of boys in this community now 
hopelessly deprived thereof. Very many of these boys are 
the children of parents of limited means who cannot afibrd to 
sustain the expense of sending them away from their homes, 
and thereby subjecting themselves to the increased outlay 
necessary for their board, as well as for the fees for tuition 
thereby incurred. This Institution, located in their midst, 
would be accessible to them without any increased expense. 

The Baltimore City College, with the changes proposed, 
would then form a fitting cap-stone to our present otherwise 
most admirable system of instruction, and render it complete 
in all its parts. We do not, however, design that these bene- 
fits should be exclusively appropriated to the boys of our 
Grammar Schools alone, but as it is for the promotion of the 
public good in its widest sense that it shall be accessible on 
equal conditions to the pupils from all private schools who may 
desire to avail themselves of its advantages. 

The very great advantage obtained by educating the 
young at home, must be obvious to all who will duly reflect 
upon the dangers and temptations to which inexperienced 
youths, away from home attending at any of our best Edu- 
cational Institutions, are exposed, and the vicious habits thereby 
often contracted, extending their baneful influences over their 
subsequent lives, wrecking their fondest hopes, and frequently 
involving also in wretchedness and ruin their dearest relations 
in life. 
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All must acknowledge the immense benefit obtained by ed- 
ucating bojs, especially, where they will be surrounded by all 
the purifying and restraining influences which cluster around 
their homes. As faithful custodians of their best interests, 
and responsible as we are necessarily in a very large degree 
for their njoral training, and for the character of those in- 
fluences which must be developed in their future lives, to 
render them high-toned estimable citizens, useful in their day 
to the community at large, ought we to neglect a matter so vital 
in its consequences as afteeting themselves and the public gener- 
ally by not giving this mos*" interesting and weighty subject all 
that careful consideration which its vast importance demands? 

As stated above, this may b ^ accomplished without any in- 
creased cost: there will be an actual decrease in the cost of 
maintaining the school to the extent of the amount of the 
State's appropriation, and the tax levy of the city for the 
support of the Public Sshools will be correspondingly dimin- 
ished thereby. 

In submitting the above views to your consideration, we 
have been impelled solely by a sincere desire to promote 
and secure the best interests of the important charge you have 
confided to our cire, and we earnestly solicit your most favor- 
able and prompt action therein. It affords us great pleasure 
in suggesting the improvements adverted to, that we find our 
views entertained and the p^^sition we have advanced cor- 
roborated and sustained by the ample experience of such a 
high educational authority as Professor Newell, the President 
of the Bjird of State School Commissioners, who .in his recent 
Annual Report to the Governor of the State, just published, 
says: "Colleges, or to speak more accurately, a university is 
a necessity to the perfection of a Public School System." It 
would be regarded too, in some degree, as but a just and 
proper compensation for the many vexatious delays and dis- 
appointments heretofore incurred in connection with the Bal- 
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timore City College, that now, when a new location and 
appropriate buildings are contemplated, the propitious oppor- 
tunity should be availed of to invest it with increased dignity 
and more extended facilities for usefulness and permanent 
benefit. 

FEMALE HIGH SCHOOLS. 

The Female High Schools, we are gratified to state, continue 
to maintain the distinguished position in our system that they 
have already so long and so satisfactorily occupied, under the 
efficient corps of teachers attached thereto. The results they 
have attained have been most gratifying to all those who feel 
the least interest in the cause of public instruction. We 
venture confidently the assertion that the graduates thereof 
will compare most favorably in thoroughness and completeness 
of knowledge of the subjects taught, with the graduates of any 
similar school throughout the country. The good work they 
are accomplishing is constantly being realized in the homes of 
many of our citizens whose daughters have received the bene- 
fits of an education of a high character, fitting them for all 
the most useful spheres of life which are accessible to highly 
educated and accomplished women. 

At the commencements, which took place in the month of 
July, were graduated the largest classes in the history of these 
institutions. The exercises upon each occasion were of the 
most creditable and eminently satisfactory character; the 
pieces composed by the respective graduates were of distin- 
guished merit, and elicited marked commendation from all who 
had the pleasure to hear them. 

The Trustees of the Peabody Institute, through their Com- 
mittee on Mtisic, have granted our application for the admis- 
sion of a certain number of graduates of the Female High 
Schools to their School of Music. Three young ladies from 
the Eastern, and a like number from the Western High School 
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were reeommended by the Boapd, and were adniitted upon 
|)re8entation of oertificatee signed by the Seorertaryof -the Board, 
to all the privileges of instraotion afforded by that distinguished 
institution. We hope to secnre the same advantages for the 
boys of Baltimore City College, many of whom exhibit musical 
talent in no small degree. 

COLORED SCHOOLS. 

In this department of our school system, it must be con- 
fessed that we have not succeeded rn accomplishing all that 
we have either expected or desired; the number of.papilsin 
attendance during the past year has been two thousand and 
forty-eight, showing a small comparative increase. 

We have undertaken the performance of these duties, with 
an earnest desire to make these schools ^ks successful in every 
respect as our other schools, and we are bound in good faith 
to accomplish our purpose. We desire to show our sincere 
interest in this class of our citizens not by empty professions, 
but by active deeds- in their behalf. The great diflBculty has 
been all along, to provide suitable accommodations for them, 
the buildings we have been obliged to occupy have not been 
desirable in any respect, — low, dark, and badly ventilated 
apartments such as we now use, have been very disadvanta- 
geous to their success, and must justly continue unattractive 
to that class of our community. We respectfully urge, in 
order to enable us to fulfil our obligations, that suitable build- 
ings should be erected in such localities as may be deemed 
most desirable for their accommodation, in the different parts 
of the city, where the course of instruction may be extended 
so as to include all studies of the Grammar School for the more 
advanced pupils. This may be accomplished without any 
very great expense. Six. buildings will be all that will be re- 
quired at present, one or two of which may be erected yearly 
in those localities where the need is most pressing, and thus 
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in a year or two we will secure all the benefits of education 
in its most favorable form to this class of our citizens. We 
have already in successful operation an excellent school in 
the building formerly known as the Winans' Chapel, which 
has been purchased and fitted up by the city expressly for 
this purpose. 

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF INSTRUCTION. 

The duties of the Superintendent of Instruction have been 
increased so greatly of late that it is now altogether impossible 
for him to perform the multiplied duties imposed upon him, 
though devoting his whole time and attention to the service 
of the schools. He is required to prepare the questions for all 
examinations of applicants for the position of teachers, and 
personally to superintend the same; to examine the candidates 
for admission to the Normal School ; also all the pupils that 
pass from the Primary to the Grammar Schools; also the 
quarterly reports of the different schools, over 120 in number. 
Resides many other im,portant duties connected with the schools 
and the office of the Superintendent, which occupy his time very 
considerably, he is required to visit every school as often as 
practicable and examine the progress of the different classes 
in their several studies, as well as to notice the general effi- 
ciency of the teachers employed. This supervision being 
exercised, without any notice to the teachers or the classes, 
has a most beneficial and healthy effect upon the schools, 
and contributes very largely to the satisfactory results 
obtained. We are convinced that the appointment of an 
assistant is now imperatively required to aid and assist in the 
performance of these duties, and that the schools would reap 
most material benefit thereby. Whenever the duties of teach- 
ers are increased so as to render their due performance im- 
perfect, we appoint an assistant, so that the schools shall not 
suffer in their interests ; the same rule should hold good in the 
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more important position of the Superintendent. We there- 
fore earnestly urge that we shall be authorized to appoint an 
Assistant Superintendent. 

WANTS OF THE SCHOOLS. 

As faithful custodians of the important trust confided to 
our care as Commissioners of the Public Schools of this city 
in the honest performance of our duties, our constant desire 
has ever been to obtain the best results in the most economical 
manner. Every expenditure for any purpose exceeding in 
amount the sum of fifteen dollars, is referred to the Committee 
on Expenditures, who thorougly investigate the subject, and 
every bill presented for payment is subjected to the strictest 
scrutiny by the Committee on Accounts, who report their 
action weekly to the Board for confirmation. All bills 
passed by the Board must be signed by the Commissioner 
authorizing them, with the endorsement of the Chairman of 
the Committee on Accounts, and receive the signature of the 
President and Secretary of the Board before they can be pre- 
sented to the City Register for payment. It will be thus seen 
that we have endeavored to protect ourselves from any impo- 
sition or overcharge. 

It is with great pleasure that we refer to the fact set forth 
in the annual report of the Committee on Accounts, that the 
expenditures for the current year for all necessary purposes, 
exclusive of salaries of teachers, as compared with those of the 
previous year, has been less by the sum of eleven thousand 
three hundred and ninety-five dollars and eight cents. The 
items are as follows :

The estimate for the present year of 1872, as presented by 
the Committee} on Accounts, will amount in round numbers 
to the sum of $500,000. The item of most important increase 
it will be seen is for the colored schools, where certainly most 
important work remains to be performed, and to which we 
stand justly pledged. It is to be hoped that our authorities 
will acknowledge this obligation, and give us the necessary 
means whereby it may be accomplished. 

Tlie receipts from the pupils have been satisfactory as com- 
pared with those of former years. The number of schools of 
all grades at present is 119 with 25,357 pupils on roll and 19,- 
486 in actual daily attendance. 

We must reiterate the request of our predeces,3or, and 
respectfully urge that it should not be disregarded. The 
lots adjacent to Male and Female Grammar and Primary 
schools, at the corner of Green and Fayette streets should 
be purchased, so as to enlarge the respective buildings and 
secure adequate yard-room, which is very much needed by 
these large and flourishing schools. No. 3 Female Grammar 
School, in Aisquith street, near Fayette, is most unfortunately

liALTIMOUK CITY COLLKCiK. 

Aiirain it becomes neci3SParv to call attention to the absolute 
need of a new building for the City College. The building 
now occupied is crowded to an extent totally incompatible with 
the proper performance of school duties. The classrooms are 
small and badly ventilated; and if the physical comfort of 
pupils be worthy of consideration, something must be done at 
an early day to remedy the evils which are apparent to any 
fair mind that will examine this subject. Over two hundred 
boys were admitted in September from the Grammar Schools. 
This number added to the number of those who returned, in- 
creased the school to nearly four hundred. The building was 
hardly sufficient in the size and number of the class-rooms for 
the school of last year; and yet without any enlargement, it is 
required to work the school with nearly twice the usual num- 
ber. Professors may labor faithfully, but their success must be 
materially obstructed by such difficulties as now surround them. 
It is unreasonable to expect a school of the kind to accomplish 
the best results under such embarrassing circumstances. 

The City College is the crowning excellence of our Public 
School system. Its course of study affi)rds opportunities to 
the bojs of the community to secure an education equal to 
that furnished by the best schools of this grade in the country, 
and it should be placed upon an equality with similar institn- 
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tions, that it may return to the public the greatest amount of 
benefit for the cost of its maintenance. It cannot do this 
under present circumstances. 

fp:male hkih schools. 

These schools have secured a popularity which, while it is 
creditable to them to have, has a tendency to diminish the ne- 
cessary care which should be taken in guarding against the 
admission of those who are not fully prepared to carry on the 
course of study. 

Our schools, in common with the schools of the country, are 
liable to sufter from causes that grow up with the extension 
and popularity of the system. So long as there are High 
Schools, the patrons of Grammar Schools will look to the 
former (and they do so properly) as the place where their chil- 
dren should go after a certain amount of time spent in the 
Grammar Schools. This natural desire on the part of 
parents begets an anxiety for the promotion of their children, 
which is transmitted to the teacher, and as a consequence, 
haste and insufficient preparation are too often substituted for 
a substantial mental growth and careful training. 

If the public will require of teachers to force their children 
into the High Schools, the teachers ought not to be held 
accountable for subsequent results that may attend those who 
are not qualified to pursue vigorously an advanced course of 
study. 

I have spoken of this evil in every report I have written, 
and I allude to it again with the hope that at the next annual 
examination the standard of admission will be firmly adhered 
to, and those only allowed to enter Baltimore City College and 
the Female High Schools who give satisfactory evidence of 
the possession of the required amount of information — what- 
ever that amount may be. 
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GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

The work of this grade of schools was somewhat interrupted 
during the last year by the omission of the study of Algebra, 
except so far as the first four elementary rules are concerned. 
The Board has restored this subject to its former position 
among the required studies for admission to Baltimore City 
College, and as several months of the year had elapsed before 
this was done, it will be proper to have this fact in remem- 
brance at the next examination. 

In the other subjects of study there has been exhibited the 
usual amount of careful teaching. The Grammar School 
teachers, as a class, are faithful and industrious laborers in the 
cause of Education. That they are not suflBciently compen- 
sated for services rendered, is indisputably true, and he who 
knows the character of the work, and the amount of respon- 
sibility imposed upon the Principal of a Grammar School, 
will not hesitate to concur in this opinion. 

Low salaries, says Mr. Philbrick, Superintendent of the 
Boston Schools, will in the long run give us poor teachers, 
and with poor teachers we cannot have good schools. In my 
judgment the wise policy is to pay the teachers competent 
salaries. 

I submit, herewith, a schedule of salaries paid to the Prin- 
cipals of Grammar Schools in some of the principal cities of our 
country.

rUIMARY SCHOOLS. 

The schools of this grade have made a marked improve- 
ment during the year just closed. I do not mean to say that 
they are what they ought to be, but in systematic training, 
in the use of proper means to secure good results^ in a wil- 
lingness upon the part of teachers generally to do the best 
work possible, they are moving in the right direction, and the 
issue cannot be otherwise than profitable. 

The results of the last two examinations are appended ta 
this report, and will give some idea of the success of these 
schools. 

The work done, which is on file in the Superintendent's 
office, will show that what was once considered impossible, 

can now be well done by Primary School children. 

PENMANSHIP. 

This mu(^h neglected art has received a large share of atten- 
tion during the year in the Primary and Grammar Schools. 
The improvement made in consequence, has been extremely 
gratifying to me and creditable to the teachers. It is now 
generally accepted, though a few years ago universally denied, 
that any teacher may be able to give instruction in Penman- 
ship. Those who have made this art a special study have re- 
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duced it to a few elementary principles, and these with a little 
attention may be acquired by any intelligent person. These 
principles when daily practiced never fail to produce good re- 
sults. The old plan of teaching, or rather of not teaching 
writing, was to give the pupil a prepared copy for imitation, 
and if he learned to write well he was considered a good 
writer, and if he did not, it was said, and generally believed, 
that he could never learn to write. There are some at this 
time, probably, who will say the same thing. Facts are very 
stubborn things. Whole schools have been taught to write so 
well, that specimens of Penmanship taken at different dates 
from the same scholars, would scarcely be recognised as the 
product of the same pupils. In our Primary Schools among 
the small children who are but beginning in this diflScult art, 
the most astonishing improvement has taken place. 

DRAWING. 

This subject has been taught in our schools very irregularly. 
The schools that have paid proper attention to it have made 
reasonable progress. As to the importance of this branch of 
popular instruction, there cannot be any doubt. With us the 
great difficulty seems to have been to find time to give it 
merited attention. I would suggest to the Committee lately 
appointed to take charge of this subject, the propriety of em- 
ploying the young ladies of the Higb Schools who have shown 
proficiency in the art. We would thus advance the real in- 
terest of our pupils, and by giving employment to native 
talent open a new field for the benefit of those who may be 
skillful in teaching Drawing. 

The Cincinnati Committee on Drawing,* recently made the 
following report : 

It is not strange that, in the first awakening to the real im- 
portance of this study, expectation should sometimes take on 
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an unpractical, even a visionary, form. The majority of 
parents naturally think the progress of their children in draw- 
ing is indicated by their ability to make creditable copies of 
, pretty pictures, while the majority of artists and special 
teachers naturally set up a standard of excellence unattaina- 
ble by the great body of children in any community. It is of 
the first importance, just now, that no such false theories and 
expectations should be grafted on our schools. The practical 
questions are these : How can the fifty-seven per cent, of our 
school children who remain only five or six years in our Public 
Schools be taught the elements of drawing in the brief time, 
one hour and thirty minutes per week, which is all that can be 
gained from the common branches of education ? How can 
the three or four thousand children who continue in our Inter- 
mediate Schools, and the few hundred who reach the High 
Schools be carried along in equal brief time, amid the pres- 
sure of severe studies, to anything like desirable results in 
Drawing? Your Committees unanimously believe that any 
system of Drawing which calls for more time within or im- 
poses tasks outside of school hours is utterly inadmissible. Our 
course of study fully equals the average capacity of our 
children, and this strain is chiefly produced by the ever-in- 
creasing demands of special subjects. If we desire to sustain 
ourselves before an intelligent community, in our present broad 
course of Common School Training, we must propose only 
what can be done by the mass of children, and rigidly adhere 
to what we propose. 

We believe the most successful experts in teaching Drawing 
in Public Schools are united in these general views — that 
such instruction should aim at the training of the eye and the 
hand by the practice of the simplest rudimentary forms; aim- 
ing perpetually at accuracy of execution, a perfect understand- 
ing, and a gradual development of every step in the process. 
This is all that can be reasonably attempted in the District 
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Schools, and this is all that it is worth while to attempt. If we 
succeed in this, onr children will gain the esthetic culture that 
comes from the truthful appreciation of those simple forms which 
lie at the basis of art, and they will be prepared to take up the 
pencil, and go on in after life to any degree of success in mechani- 
cal drawing for which they may have a natural aptitude. In the 
Intermediate Schools they may be carried forward to some 
knowledge of perspective and drawing from natural objects. 
The High School in&truction should carry them further; aiming 
to bring the pupil in contact with nature and develope the inven- 
tive faculty, while the Free School of Design should give to 
our manufacturers a considerable body of accomplished 
draughtsmen, thiis meeting the demand for skilled workmen 
in every department of industrial life. And it may be said 
that this training is the best for the development of the artistic 
genius latent in the children of Cincinnati. We should con- 
template the logical connection of the whole system, and, 
above all, see that no anxiety for hasty results in the earlier 
years fastens upon the children habit» of careless and inaccurate 
drawing. Neither should we spend the little time at our dis- 
posal in the mechanical copying of pictures, either to gratify 
the family circle or make a display in ^howy public exhibitions. 
However gratifying such results may be, they should be kept 
in strict subordination to that rigid elementary culture without 
which all popular instruction in drawing is a waste of valuable 
time. 

On the objection of not having: time to teach the subjects 
required, Mr. Philbrick makes the following pertinent re- 
marks : 

"I am strongly opposed to what is called high pressure, 
when applied to pupils or teachers, and I would sacrifice any 
study rather than the health of pupils. If teachers have too 
much to do, it is owing to causes impossible to reach by rules 
and regulations. Possibly it is owing to an exaggerated 
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Btandard of attainments set up by teachers, which finds no 
justification in a fair interpretation of the schedule of study, or 
to a want of skill on the part of teachers in handlhig the 
branches they have to teach. One teacher may work very 
hard to get his pupils to write a few pages in the copy book in 
the course of three months, and he has no time for Physical 
exercises or Drawing. Another finds plenty of time to write 
more than is required, and his pupils write better, while 
nothing is behind and nothing is neglected." 

teachp:rs. 

The following language from the Principal of the St. Louis 
High School, is most earnestly commended as containing a 
large amount of good sense and a just comprehension of the 
situation : 

-5f ^ (( Teachers must be persons of untiring devotion ; for 
none but those enthusiastically interested in the great problem 
of education will be willing properly to discharge duties so 
laborious, and for which the material return is so small. We 
need in teachers the same elements that lead to success in other 
fields of eftbrt. They must understand their business thoroughly, 
just as the merchant must be conversant with the conditions 
upon which his success depends. -^^ * * Business men, 
sooner than others, learn to judge a man by his efliciency, and 
not by his professions, or by the accidents of reputation or 
personal agreeability. Business men, too, soonest learn that, for 
a judgment to be valid, it must not be a mere caprice, but must 
be founded upon a thorough knowledge of what is to he done. 
Just as soon as the community learns to apply the same test 
to teachers, the whole character of instruction will improve. 
But so long'aB the community does not know exactly what it 
ought to expect; so long as our citizens will not take the 
trouble to acquaint themselves with what has been done and

what is doing; so long as they do not know but that a man of 
reputed learning is more likely to succeed than one who, with 
less reputation, has a thousand-fold the judgment and actual 
ability; thus long, and no longer, will those who spend most 
of their time in blowing trumpets and beating tambours, rank 
above those who furnish the real occasion for any heraldry, be 
preferred to those who, with ability to discharge any respon- 
sibility entrusted to them, believe it a higher duty to completely 
discharge the functions of their office rather than confine their 
efforts to those subjects which most attract public comment. 
Tried by any such standard, our "first class" teachers are but 
few, and their number will increase but slowly, just as sterling 
men are relatively rare and recruit but slowly. But a busi- 
ness man, although unable to at once find employees, each of 
whom shall be all that he could desire, will, if he himself be 
in earnest, intend to have as little incompetency as his means 
and the natural inefficiency of mankind will allow ; and with the 
same purpose upon the part of those who control the appoint- 
ment of teachers it will gradually become possible to employ 
only those who will doubly earn all that they receive. "^ * 
In teaching, as in any other business, the right man can nbt 
always be found; but in choosing between two, each more or 
less unsatisfactory, there is greater probability of success upon 
the part of one who is able and willing to learn than in one 
who has crystalized into some irregular form. For the same 
reason that it frequently pays a business man to educate his 
labor, it pays those who have the selection of teachers to edu- 
cate those of whose ability and ultimate success there is no 
reasonable doubt, rather than choose more accomplished, but 
less efficient men. Many a man is fitted for a position in a 
college who is utterly valueless as a schoolmaster, and many 
an excellent schoolmaster would make but a sorry figure in a 
professor's chair." 
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COLORED SCHOOLS. 

By reference to the summary statement it will be seen that 
the number of pupils in Colored Schools on Slst October, was 
20i8 as against 1743 at the close of last year. Also that 
3409 entered these schools for a portion of time compared 
with 2939 of last year. This is a small increase, but not 
what it should be. One of two reasons may partially explain 
the matter. Either the colored people, as a whole, are not 
yet sufficiently aroused to the importance of Education for 
their children, or they are unwilling to accept the opportu- 
nities with the meagre accommodations in way of school 
rooms that are furnished. The Board of School Commis- 
sioners has done iall that it was able to do. Winans' Chapel 
has been purchased and refitted for the use of a Colored 
School. Its interior arrangement is well adapted to the pur- 
pose, and the colored people of the west end have now a good 
school house owned by the city and appropriated entirely to 
their use. The other Colored Schools are in rented buildings, 
with the exception of No. 5 on Canton avenue, near Broad- 
way. Some of them are very much crowded, and are abso- 
lutely in need of additional room. This is the case with 
Female No. 1 on Lexington street, and Female No. 2 on 
Dallas street. Both of these schools are popular, and work- 
ing very well. No. 4 on Orchard street, is also well filled 
and is a very good school, as the colored people themselves 
seem to know, for they have patronized it from its organiza- 
tion, and taken a great interest in its prosperity. 

In order to stimulate the pupils of the Colored Schools ; 
to create favorable impressions upon the colored people, and 
to elicit from them that interest in the welfare of their own 
children, which should be prominent, it would be advisable to 
open one or two schools exclusively as Grammar Schools 
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This wonld separate the smaller and backward pupils from 
the larger and more advanced, and perhaps be the means of 
creating that proper anxiety upon the part of their parents 
for their welfare, without which they will but partially suc- 
ceed. 

IXSPECTOR OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

General J. W. Watkins, the Inspector of Public Buildings, 
has been very prompt in attending to the wants of our schools. 
A considerable number of them have been very much im- 
proved. Some have been thoroughly painted and repaired, 
and others remodeled. 

It is not asserting too much to say that the condition of the 
Public School houses in the City of Baltimore, in the aggregate, 
is very much better than it ever has been. A new Grammar 
School, No. 17, was recently finished and is now occupied, 
giving promise of great success. 

IMPROVEMENTS REQUIRED. 

No. 3 Female Grammar, on Aisquith street, is too near No. 
13. The building should be sold and the proceeds applied to 
the erection of a new house in the neighborhood of its old 
locality, on Front and Fayette streets. 

A new house for Male and Female Grammar, No. 5, is under 
contract, and is now being erected on the south-west corner of 
Greenmount avenue and Eager street. 

MALE AND FEMALE GRAMMAR, No. 20. 

These schools have increased in numbers so greatly in con- 
sequence of the rapid improvement of the neighborhood, that 
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it is necessary to enlarge the building. There are now four 
schools in the house, not one of which has sufficient room. 
Fortunately the lot is large enough to admit of an extension 
to the building, and the Committee on these will, I presume, 
at an early day a^k for an appropriation to make the necessary 
enlargement. 

MALK ANrr FEMALE P.UIMAUIES, No. 25. 

The house occupied by these schools is the centre of the 
heaviest business of the city, and could, no doubt, be sold at a 
great advantage. 

I have several times called attention to this matter. The 
school should be removed two or three squares farther east of 
its present location — away from warehouses and in a neigh- 
borhood better adapted to the purpose. 

MALE AND FEMALE PIUMAUIES, No. 26. 

These schools on the corner of Caroline and Holland streets, 
have been very uncomfortably situated for several years. The 
rooms are small and very much crowded. The yard is so con- 
tracted that the recess has to be given by classes. A good 
site iu' this locality can now be secured, and the opportunity 
for doing so should not be allowed to pass away. 

MALE AND FEMALE PRIMARIES, No. 32. 

Rented buildings are always, more or less, inconvenient for 
the use of Public Schools. No. 32 has occupied three dif- 
ferent buildings, neither of which was suitable for the pur- 
pose. Its present accommodations are rather better than in 
the two previous instances, yet it is very unpleasantly situated 
as regards light and ventilation. This section of the city. 
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West Baltimore street, near Strieker, is able to fill a large 
house, and a good lot for a school house can now be obtained 
at a fair price. The Committee on this school are fully alive 
to the necessities of the case, and I am sure that they will pre- 
sent this subject for your favorable consideration. . 

THE SUPERINTENDENT. 

The duties of the Superintendent are varied, and often per- 
plexing. It is my very great pleasure to acknowledge the 
cordial assistance of the Board of School Commissioners in the 
performance of my oflScial duties. To the teachers, without 
whom, all efibrts would be useless, I express my grateful 
acknowledgment for many kind words and encouraging sup- 
port. Bound together, as we are, in the pursuit of a common 
object, our aim must be one, our efibrts must be conjointly 
directed to the accomplishment of the same purpose. With an 
intelligent comprehension of the whole subject, with a true 
and honest endeavor to do our duty, and with a proper appli- 
cation of zeal and energy to the great trust committed to our 
care, we cannot fail to place our schools in the front rank of a 
deserved p(5J)ular favor.

REPORT. 



The Committee on Accounts of the Board of Commission- 
ers of Public Schools, respectfully submit the following Re- 
port (in tabular statements,) showing the receipts and dis- 
bursements of the funds appropriated by the City and State 
authorities for Public School purposes. The Committee 
invite a careful examination of the same, feeling confident, 
that if properly understood, no part of the Public Fund 
will be more cheerfully paid by the entire tax-paying commu- 
nity, than that assessed for the education of the children of 
our city. 

The total receipts from all sources for the support of the 
Public Schools of the City of Baltimore for the ten months 
ending 31st day of October, 1871, (including the Colored 
Schools,) amounted to $423,842 16 ; and the total expendi- 
tures of the same amounted to $421,604 51 ; being $2,237 65 
less than the receipts. 

The total appropriations made by the City Council for the 
support of the schools for the year 1871, amounted to $502,- 
370 50 ; deducting, how^ever, the average for two months, or 
two-twelfths of this amount, will make the total appropriation 
for ten months, $426,985 42. By a comparison, therefore, of 
the total expenditures, to wit: $421,604 51, with the total ap- 
propriations as above, it will be seen that the estimates made 
by the City Council exceed that of the actual expenses in the 
sum of $5,380 91. 

The Committee desire also, to call especial attention to 
several important items of public interest in connection with 
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this report. The first is, that the entire cost of all the books 
and stationery used in the schools for the fiscal year, have not 
only been paid for by the patrons, but, in addition thereto, 
have added to the City Treasury the sum of $3,244 94. (See 
Exhibit A.) The second item is, that there is a saving in the 
miscellaneous expenses, as compared with the previous year 
of $11,395 08. (See Exhibit D.) The third item is, that the 
expenditures for repairs of the schools and new buildings are 
$82,864 43 less than the corresponding previous year. (See 
Exhibit D.) 

The Committee would further report, that they have care- 
fully examined the accounts of Henry M. Cowles, the Secre- 
tary of the Board, for the ten months ending 31st October, 
1871, and find them correct. He has received from all sources, 
the sum of $33,570iVifi ^^^ f^^l amount of which has been 
paid over to the City Register, for which receipts have been 
given by that officer.

Gentlemen : 

I here present my report for the year 1871, with the utual 
papers. 

The exercises of our Thirty- third Anniversary and Twenty- 
first Public Day were held in the Holliday Street Theatre, on 
the 5th day of July. The certificate of this school was con- 
ferred upon the nineteen young men whose names are recorded 
on the preceding page, in testimony that they had satisfact."»rily 
completed the prescribed course of study of four years. The 
Trustees of the Peabody Institute, in presenting the prizes to 
the successful contestants, were represented by Philip R. Uhler, 
Esq., their librarian. The exercises seemed* to afford much 
gratification to the large and respectable aiidicQce. 

The regular annual examination of candidates for admission 
from the Public Grammar Schools was held July 6th and 7th, 
in the Eastern and Western High School buildings; also an 
examination of candidates from other schools was held Sep- 
tember 4th and 5th, in the College building. At the first of 
these examinations 233, and at the other 19 candidates pre- 
sented themselves, making 252 in all. The result was, that of 
the 252 candidates examined 183 "passed" on every subject, 
who, with 35 others, (making 218,) were "admitted" by the 
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Board; and of these, 199 actually "entered" by claiming their, 
seats on the fall quarter. (For a more particular statement 
see the table on page 116.) 

The roll of the school was made up in September, as follows:

Entered after the summer vacation , 199 

Total roll during the fall quarter 369 

Of the boys who entered this fall I must here say something. , 
My attention has been arrested by much more than usual com- , 
plaints by my colleagues of the manifestation of unfitness, on 
the part of these entrant boys, to grapple successfully with the 
work assigned to our first year. Especially have these com- 
plaints come from the departments of the English language 
and the mathematics, though corroborated by teachers of other 
branches. The impression is that neither their average know- 
ledge, mental discipline, nor mental development is equal to 
that of their predecessors. Of course this does not imply that 
all, or nearly all are in this unfavorable condition ; but that 
many are, and indeed so many as to lower the tone of the 
classes, retard their progress, and make it necessary that in- 
struction of a more elementary kind be communicated, at the 
expense of the best and most hopeful members. In a recent 
report to me upon this subject, the Professor of the English 
language, (Prof Shepherd,) says: "There is a marked falling 
off in the standard of the first year classes in English, as com- 
pared with the same classes of preceding years. Many of the 
boys seem utterly ignorant of primary rules of grammar, and 
are so immature and undeveloped as to render it almost im- 
possible to impart to them anything beyond the most element- 
ary principles of language. If a higher standard of English 
is not required for admission to this College, it must inevitably 
reduce our now flourishing English department to the level of a 
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mere preparatory school." After inore extended remarks upon 
the subject, he closes by sayini;: "I malte these remarks in no 
censorious spirit, but only from an earnest desire that this evil 
may he corrected before it destroys the efficiency of our Eng- 
lish deparlmeiit." To the same purport is the language of the 
junior profeEBor of mathematics. 

Seeking for some explanation of this state of facts, I made 
out the following table, showing the number who actually 
entered, by schools ; the average, the maximum and the inini- 
mnm ages of those from each school separately, and also of the 
■whole number :

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By an examiDation of this table it will be seen at once that 
the average age is quite satisfactory, being over fifteen years, 
although some of the boys are too young. It cannot be ex- 
pected that boys of twelve years can keep pace in the sanie 
studies with those of the average of fifteen years, other things 
being equal. Still, however, this consideration does not 
account for the present difficulty, because this too great dis- 
parity of ages has existed all along, and is not likely now to 
develop any phenomena with which we are not entirely familiar. 
We are compelled, therefore, to refer it mainly to peculiar 
causes afiecting the preparation of these boys, during their 
connection with the Grammar Schools. It will be borne in mind 
that considerable changes were made in the studies of those 
schools during the very period of time embraced in this sup- 
position, perhaps disturbing to some extent their progress, and 
diminishing the proportion of time devoted to the more severe 
;and more educational branches, in favor of those merely me- 
moriter, or at least not so disciplinary. I am, therefore, glad 
to see, by reference to the new edition of the Rules of Order, 
that the studies of the Grammar Schools, in preparation for 
this school, have been substantially restored to what they were 
before the changes alluded to ; and I hope in due time we will 
•experience a happy relief from this cause of complaint. It 
would be very unsatisfactory indeed if, whilst the average age 
of the candidates is decidedly advancing, (which is the fac,)» 
their qualifications should be retrograding. I cannot but think 
that, whatever the cause or causes of this singular state of afctte 
the effect will prove to be qirite temporary . In this connec- 
tion I recommend that the minimum age of admission be fixed 
at thirteen years, which is the rule in the Female High Schools- 
There seems )to me no reason to suppose that boys can be pre- 
paikcd for our course, or can enter with advantage upon it, ^* 
an earlier age than girls can enter those schools, especially 
when it is considered that girls mature earlier than bovs. 
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Soon after the commencement of school exercises in Janu- 
ary last, Dr. Charles H. Moore, our Professor of the Frinch 
and German languages, was constrained by failing health to 
obtain a protracted leave of absence from the duties of his 
chair. In expectation of benefit, he mnde a journey to the 
South ; but, to the great grief of his friends, this hope proved 
illusory.. He returned to this city, and after lingering for some 
time, with the alternations of hopes and disappointments, so 
characteristic of that insidious destroyer consumption, he 
finally became its victim, yielding up his life to its Author, on 
the 7th day of July. 

At a special meeting of the Faculty, Baltimore City College, 
July 8th, 1871 : 

" The Principal announced the death of Professor Charles 
H. Moore, M. D., which occurred on the 7th instant, where- 
upon he was requested to prepare a paper expressive of the 
sense of the Faculty on the occasion. He subsequently pre- 
sented the following, which was accepted and ordered to be 
recorded upon the minutes : 

"This Faculty having been informed of tl^e decease, on 
yesterday, July 7th, of Professor . Charles H. Moore, M. D., 
their colleague, and deeply affected by this Divine dispensation 
toward them, in removing one of their number by the hand of 
death, and desirous of manifesting toward his memory that 
affectionate respect which they feel, hereby resolve, 

"1st. That in the death of Dr. Charles Hamilton Moore, we 
have lost a companion and colleague distinguished by a gentle 
modest and unobtrusive demeanor, by uniform courtesy and 
affability, and that unfeigned diflidence which conceals the 
real merits of its subject from all but those who are brought, 
into the most intimate relations with him. He was a gentle- 
man of abundant scholarly attainments, of remarkable purity 
of character, without fear and without reproach. He was a 
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faithful, constant and efficient teacher, discharging with con- 
sciencioiis carefulness his duties as an instructor of the young. 
His loss will be severely felt by us, whilst we receive it as a 
solemn warning to greater diligence and faithfulness, in con- 
sideration of the brevity and uncertainty of life, and the cer- 
tainty and nearness of the retributions of the world beyond. 
His memory we will sacredly cherish; and we now extend our 
sympathies and condolence under this trying providence of 
God to his surviving brother, the respected Commissioner for 
the 15th Ward. 

" 2d. That, as a further mark of respect, we will in a body 
attend his funeral, on to-morrow afternoon. 

" 3d. Resolved further, that a copy of the above action be 
furnished to Dr. G. A. Moore, and that it be published." 

Professor A. L. Milles, '^who acted as substitute for Dr. 
Moore during his illness, was appointed his successor. On 
opening the College, however, after the summer vacation, it 
A^as found that an additional teacher was made necessary, on 
account of our unusually large Koll. The chair of modern 
languages was divided ; Professor Milles retaining the French, 
and Professor Charles Raddatz, (the new appointee,) taking 
the German language. Each of these {gentlemen gives instruc- 
tion also in other studies; at present, Professor Milles in Latin, 
and Professor Raddatz in history. 

I must, as usual, refer briefly to the often exhausted topic of 
a new building. I do not think it necessary or expedient to 
rehearse again the arguments already frequently presented 
with a view to convince any one of this need. Such a con- 
viction is, I think, well nigh universal in our Baltimore com- 
munity, though somehow the urgency of the matter is not felt 
or understood in its true degree. I know not bow to represent 
the case in terms different from or more impressive than the 
plain statements of facts contained in reports of former years- 
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1 will^ then, only add here that the progress of dilapidation 
and the increasing numbers of the scholars, both call loudly 
for the speedy accomplishment of some one of the liberal plans 
so much and so long talked about. May we not still hope to 
live long enough to see erected such a college building as the 
city may well be proud of, conveniently situated with reference 
to the various parts of this already great and rapidly growing 
city. 

Excepting that we have not had so good an attendance as 
usual on the fall quarter, on account of malarious sickness, 
the work of the College in all the departments of instruction 
and in all the classes, has gone on with remarkable regularity 
during this year. The attendance and labors of the teachers 
have been very constant, being but little interrupted by any 
cause. The studies are well adjusted for the purpose of pro- 
moting both scholarly attainments and discipline. On the 
whole, therefore, notwithstanding its over crowded condition, 
embarrassing every effort of instruction ; notwithstanding the 
heterogeneous character of the constituents of the first-year 
classes already spoken of; notwithstanding the greater than 
usual interruption by sickness, the College is doing, as it has 
heretofore done, a very good work for the city of Baltimore. 

I desire here to refer, with decided approbation, to some 
remarks in the last Annual Keport, pp. 59-61, on prizes in 
schools, quoted from E. H. Holbrook, Esq. This is a very im- 
portant subject, demanding a thorough discussion; which, 
however, I think it best not to enter upon in this place.

To the Commissioners of Public Sc/tools : 

Gentlemen : 

Permit me to commence this report with a heartfelt expres- 
sion of thanks to the Author of all good for the blessings of 
the past year, a hope for their continuance, and an aspira- 
tion for the permanent good, in every sense, of every one 
committed to our charge. Of the 283 on the roll of this school 
in June, 200 returned in September, 135 were admitted from 
tlie Female Grammar Schools, 2 transferred from the Western 
School, 1 was received from a private school and 1 readmit- 
ted. Since September, 8 having withdrawn; we have 331 at 
this date. Instances of lateness are rare. Absence is prin- 
cipally caused by sickness and domestic necessity. Few cases 
occur that are not excusable, " How shall we secure a 
better attendance ?" To this question, once officially submitted 
to me, my answer was in one single word " attractiveness." If 
the recitation do not draw, if it be not more than a mere un- 
interesting rehearsal of the dry text, if there be not the exer- 
cise of kindness and impartiality, and if reasonable efforts be 
not made to secure confidence and beget love for school work, 
then will the young, now, as in olden time, " creep unwillingly 
to school."

This subject was so forcibly illustrated at the late Con- 
vention of State Teachers by the Saperintendent in a con- 
trast between two schools, that I hope he will repeat it in his 
report. That all our Departments are in a healthy condition 
may be inferred from the fact that every class has a fair per- 
centage of a high scholastie reccml. This, the result of the 
efforts of my associates, commends them to your continued 
confidence. While I believe that the educational status of the 
school is full of promise, I have the satisfaction of knowing, 
from daily experience, that a morality of high character prevails 
throughout the school, and also a commendable appreciation of 
a correct personal deportment. The class of 1871 was graduated 
at the Masonic Temple in June last with the usual ceremonies. 
I have given the record of the 15 highest, for reference, from 
which it will be seen that generally if not wholly high conduct 
accompanies high scholarship. Miss M. H. Alford not having 
entered from a Grammar School, could not receive a Peabody 
Medal, but was the recipient of a special one from the Board. As 
there are two or three (one in the next class) who entered in the 
same way some legislation on the subject would be proper. 
The record of the present graduating class thus far is very 
creditable, exhibiting study, attention and excellent conduct. 
It will rank with its predecessors. To the Board and its 
officers I tender the compliments of the season and the hope 
that under its continued jurisdiction our united efforts may be 
crowned with ia success commensurate with our desire.

To the Commissioners of Public Schools : 
Gentlemen : 

I have the honor to present, for your consideration, the twen- 
ty-sixth Annual Eeport of this Institution, and, at the outset, 
it affords me very great pleasure to assure you that its general 
condition will bear a very favorable comparison with that of 
any previous year, and in some respects, we consider it in 
advance of former years. 

At the opening of the present session, the school was con- 
stituted as follows : 

Of our former pupils returned 286 

Admitted from F. G. Schools, at July examination 166 

" by transfer from E. F. High School 11 

" " private examination from other schools 5 

Making the aggregate, on roll 468 

I would again, respectfully suggest, the following plan of 
admission of pupils to the F. H. Schools, in lieu of the one 
Mtherto recognized. At the close of each year, and, at or be- 
fore the usual examination of candidates, let the probable 
iiumber of seats made vacant, by withdrawals and graduation, 
l>e ascertained, then select from the work of the candidates, to 
tte number required to fill the vacancies, the papers that mani- 
63t by the awswersgiven, the greatest mental development. 
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taking into consideration also, age, the general character of the 
work, as to grammatical accuracy, neatness, and excellence of 
penmanship, and declare the young ladies who presented these 
papers, the successful candidates. I am clearly of the opin- 
ion, that this method would work well, in practice, if properly 
tested. 

Notwithstanding all that has been spoken and written, to 
dissuade parents and guardians from pressing the entrance of 
their daughters and wards into the High Schools, without be- 
ing properly prepared, still the evil exists, and the bitter fruits 
resulting therefrom, are daily witnessed, by those whose duty- 
it is to instruct them. 

If parents would pause, for a moment, to reflect upon the 
great probability of their daughters, if thus admitted, failing 
to advance regularly with their classes, and properly appre- 
ciate the mortification attending such failures, they would 
restrain, rather than urge them, to assume so hazardous a po- 
sition ; but this difficulty is of small moment, when compared 
with the positive and often permanent injury done both to 
body and mind by undue study in the formative period of life. 
Every true teacher must feel the embarrassment of his posi- 
tion when his duty compels him to assign lessons to a class in 
which he is fully aware there is even one precious jewel, that 
must labor beyond her powers of endurance to accomplish the 
ordinary amount of work suitable for the remaining members 
of the class ; but, unfortunately, it is a matter of daily occur- 
rence. 

I have noticed that the greater number of withdrawals from 
the school, from year to year, have been occasioned solely by 
inability to maintain a pioper scholastic standing for promotion. 
Among these have been some very promising pupils, who, if 
they had been properly prepared at entrance, would, doubtless, 
have graduated with credit to themselves and the institution. 
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The attendance has been about as usual, but not as regular 
as the best interests of the school demand. Sickness, person- 
al or relative, being the main cause, no more stringent meas- 
ures than those now applied can be used to remedy it. The 
amount of lateness has been somewhat decreased. General 
deportment of pupils, unexceptionable. 

I take pleasure in bearing testimony to the faithfulness and 
eflSciency of the teachers associated with me. Their co-opera- 
tion in whatever was intended to promote the best ineterests of 
the institution was most prompt and satisfactory. We would 
be untrue to the instincts of our nature, were we not thus of- 
ficially to express our sincere regret, that in consequence of de- 
clining health, the institution has been deprived, during the • 
present session, of the invaluable services of our former First 
Assistant, Miss Anna E. Franklin. Possessing an experience 
of over eighteen years, in the same position, and the wealth 
of practical knowledge acquired during that period, by an un- 
usually clear and well balanced mind, and influenced by an 
indomitable ambition to increase the efficiency of her depart- 
ment, she could not fail to be greatly missed in any institution, 
but how much more, in one, numbering nearly five hundred 
young ladies at the most important period of their lives. Per- 
haps no greater encomium could be ofiTered than, that she was 
always dearly beloved by the entire school, her presence ever 
affording a ray of sunshine, wherever duty called. "None named 
her but to praise." Long may she live to enjoy the conscious- 
ness of having faithfully and efficiently discharged her duty, 
to thousands of the fair daughters of her native city. 

The principal feature in our late improvements, is the new 
drawing room, which has added to our class accommodation, be- 
ing in every way admirably adapted to the purpose for which 
it was constructed. The light enters in such quantity and 
manner, as to produce the most pleasing arrangement of light 
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and shade. Not a single cross light enters, to cause any irregu- 
larity, either in the design or completion of the work of the 
pupils. In view of the large number in the different classes, 
requiring personal supervision by the teacher of this depart- 
ment, and necessarily, the limited space of time, to devote to 
each, I can but express my surprise at the success attending 
her efforts. A very satisfactory beginning has been made, by 
several classes, in designing. 

It is very obvious, in justice both to the teacher and pupils 
that assistance should be afforded, in this department, in order 
to fully demonstrate what degree of excellence our pupils 
may attain, in this beautiful and useful industrial art, when 
the proper amount of individual instruction is rendered pos- 
sible. 

The Superintendent, in the discharge of his official duty, has 
made us several very pleasant and profitable visits to this in 
stitution. He has also on several occasions been accompanied 
by distinguished gentlemen from different parts of our own 
and other countries officially connected with schools, and other 
prominent school men. On these occasions, as well as on all 
others, suitable, it has been our object as far as possible, to 
give every opportunity to judge of the workings of the school, 
both in the class room and in the main hall, and in every case, 
80 far as we remember, the utmost satisfaction, with the opera- 
tions of the school, was expressed. 

My experience has convinced me that such visits are 
by no means a disadvantage and, if the parents of our 
pupils, and other citizens not familiar with our schools, would 
come and see for themselves what is being done daily, many 
wrong impressions would be removed and prejudice would 
give place to the conviction, that popular education is essen- 
tial, to the perpetuation of a free government. 

Our nineteenth annual commencement took place in the 
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Masonic Temple on the evening of the sixth of July, at which 
time, seventy-six young ladies having completed their regular 
course, received the honors of the institution. The spacious 
hall was filled to its utmost capacity with the friends of the 
pupils and others interested in "popular education," to whom 
from the deep interest manifested, the exercises on the occa- 
sion seemed to give general satisfaction. Mr. Uhler, in behalf 
of the Peabody Committee, presented the Peabody Gold Med- 
als, and James Young, Esq. President Md. Institute, delivered 
the tickets, to its regular course of lectures. On an accom- 
panying paper may be found the names of the graduates with 
their theses, also the names of those who received medals and 
tickets. 

To the members of the committee on F. H. Schools, our 
thanks are due for their deep interest as shown in their readi- 
ness to aflbrd every facility in their power, both to teachers 
and pupils, calculated to add to the eflBciency of the school, 
and also for their many expressions of encouragement and 
counsel, during their visits. None more appreciate this than 
those of the age of our pupils, nor do they ever forget the 
kind words of those officially placed over them during school 
life. To the entire board and its officers would we tender our 
thanks for their ready response to our official calls upon them. 
Your attention is also invited to the accompanying tabular 
statements, in which may be found much that could not as 
well, be otherwise presented, and which is essential to a pro- 
per knowledge of the condition of the institution. 

It may prove interesting to some who may read this report 
to know, that over three thousand pupils have been members 
of this institution since its organization, and over nine hun- 
dred of these have graduated therefrom. At least one-half of 
the female teachers of our schools were among its pupils, and 
a considerable number are teaching elsewhere. With such a 
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record alone, it certainly must be conceded that institutions 
for the higher education of woman are among the greatest 
blessings of the age. But how much more forcibly will this 
truth impress itself upon us when we reflect upon the influ- 
ence of educated women, in the home circle, upon the rising 
generation. 

Having now placed at your disposal all that seems impor- 
tant, in affording you the information contemplated in requir- 
ing the presentation of an annual report, we will close with 
the sincere wish that the same kind Providence, that has pros- 
pered the institution in the past, may vouchsafe His guidance 
in the future.

ARTICLE XXIII. 

I. COMMITTEE. 

The legislative power of the Baltimore City College shall 
be vested in the Committee on Baltimore City College, who 
shall meet at least once a month for the transaction of such 
business as the interest of the School may require, in accord- 
ance with the Rules of the Board. (See Article V.) 

II. FACULTY. 

The Faculty shall consist of a Principal, Vice-Principal, and 
such Professors and Instructors as may be found necessary for 
the work of the School. They shall meet statedly, once a 
week (and oftener, on the call of the Principal), at such time, 
not included in the daily sessions, as they may appoint, to 
consult in regard to the best interests of the School, and to 
transact such business as may come properly before them, the 
same to be repoited immediately to the Committee for its ac- 
tion. 

III. COURSES OF STUDY. 

The fall course of study for graduation shall be four years. 
There shall also be a two years' course, and all students who 
have completed this course shall, upon leaving honorably,' be 
entitled to receive, upon their application, a certificate of such 
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honorable dismission, setting forth upon its face the time dur- 
ing which they have been connected with the School, and 
signed by the Faculty. 

The studies of the school shall be the English, French, 
German, and Latin languages (Greek optional,) History, an- 
cient and modern. Writing and Book Keeping, Arithmetic 
Reviewed, Algebra, Geometry, Plane and Spherical Trigono- 
metry, and their applications. Analytical Geometry and Cal- 
culus, Physiology, Chemistry, Physical Geography, Natural 
Philosophy, Astronomy, Psychology, Logic, Rhetoric, Moral 
Philosophy, Political Economy, and the Constitution of the 
United States. 

IV. CURRICULUM. 

The Cufriciilum shall be as follows : 

FirH Year. 

English Grammar and Analysis, Elocution, History of England, Wriiingr ; 
Natural Philosophy (elementary;) Latin, commenced; Book-Keeping, commenced; 
Arithmetic, reviewed ; Algebra, completed ; Geometry, III Books. 

S'ioond Year. 

Rhetoric, Oomposition, and Elocutloo ; English Gcarmnar and Analysis ; His- 
tory of Rome ; Book-Keeping, continued ; Physical Geography j Physiology ; 
Latin, cootinued ; German, ci)mmenced; Geometry, completed; Plane Trigono- 
metry ; Mensuration. 

Third Year. 

llbetoriQ, Composition, and Elocution ; History of English Literature ; Histo- 
ry of Greece; Natural Philosophy (full course ;)Aatronpmy, commenced ; Latin, 
continued; German, continued ; Greek, commenced (optional;) French, com- 
menced ; Surveying, Leveling, and Navigation. 

Fourth Year. 

Original Speeches and Elocution ; English Literature ; History of the Ancient 
Empires ; Mental Philosophy ; Moral Philosophy ; Constitution of the United 
States ; Chemistry and Geology ; Latin, continued ; Greek, continued ; French, 
continued ; German, continued ; Analytical Geometry ; Astronomy, completed ; 
Review of Mathematics. 

If pupil shall be excused from any study as above arrang- 
ed without the consent of the Committee ; and any pupil who 
may be excused shall forfeit all right to contest for the gradua- 
ting honors and prizes. 
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V. EXAMINATION AND ADMISSION. 

There shall be an examination of candidates for admission 
to the Baltimore City College, annually, in the month of July, 
to be conducted by the Faculty, under the direction of the 
Committee ; and the result of such examination shall be sub- 
mitted to the Board as soon thereafter as practicable. 

Boys of fourteen years of age who shall have passed two 
quarters, and boys of twelve years of age who shall have pass- 
ed two full scholastic years, in the Grammar Schools, next pre- 
ceding the time for examination, having paid their tuition fees 
in full, of good moral character, and who shall pass an exami- 
nation in Spelling, English Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic, 
and Algebra through Simple Equations, involving three un- 
known quantities to the satisfaction of the Committee, shall be 
entitled to admission. If any admitted student should not take 
his seat in the College within one week from the beginning of 
the term, he shall not be entitled to admission, unless the de- 
lay be caused by sickness or unavoidable absence from the city. 

Principals of Grammar Schools shall report to the Superin- 
tendent, on the third Tuesday in June, the names of all boys 
who will be candidates for admission to the Baltimore City 
College at the ensuing examination, in conformity with blanks 
to be furnished by that officer. 

No candidate who has been guilty of truant-playing or any 
other grossly improper conduct during the scholastic year, shall 
I3e examined or admitted without the authority of the Commit- 
tee ; and it shall be the duty of Principals to report all such 
candidates to the Committee for its action. 

Boys of fourteen years of age who are not pupils of the 
Grammar Schools shall be entitled to examination for admis- 
sion, and the Committee shall arrange for the examination of 
such candidates at such times as may be deemed proper, but 
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the requirements and standard of such examination shall be 
the same as that required of Grammar School pupils. 

No pupil who has been removed from the Baltimore City 
College shall be readmitted, unless by special action of the 
Committee. 

VI. DUTIES OF THE FACULTY. 

The Principal shall be charged with the government of the 
School and the general supervision of its studies, subject to 
the advice and direction of the Committee. He shall also 
have charge of the rooms, furniture, library, cabinets, appara- 
tus and other property of the School, and shall be accountable 
to the Board for the proper use and preservation of the same. 
At the close of each year he shall present to the Board a re- 
port on the condition and wants of the School. 

The Faculty, severally, shall be responsible for the improve- 
ment of their classes, and for the safekeeping of the furniture, 
&c., of their class-rooms. 

VII. DISCIPLINE. 

The Professors, in their respective departments, shall main- 
tain order, enforce obedience, and urge to application by such 
incentives as are consistent with these general regulations, 
avoiding at all times the use of harsh or opprobrious epithets. 

Each Professor shall keep a diary or register of conduct, in 
which he shall note any act of misconduct, whether ordinary 
or special, which occurs in his presence, or which comes pro- 
perly under his notice, with the amount of his censure express- 
ed in demerit marks. He shall leave his diary with the Prin- 
cipal when required, once a week, or oftener ; and it shall be 
the duty of the Principal to examine such entries and approve 
them, or (after consultation with the Professor) make such 
change in said demerit marks as in his opinion shall be just, 
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and then the same shall be carried into the demerit ledger ; 
but all such changes which may not meet the approval of the 
Professor shall be reported to the Committee for its action. 

The students are required to be punctual in their attendance, 
diligent in their studies, respectful and polite toward their 
teachers, kind and civil in their intercourse with each other, 
and to observe order and decorum in going to and returning 
from school. 

Offences against the government of the school shall be class- 
ed as ordinary and special ; the first including everything 
which hinders the progress of study, or is in its nature improper, 
and which might be avoided by due attention on the part of 
the student, but which is rather the result of carelessness than 
a deliberate purpose to offend ; and the second including eve- 
ry kind of intentional misconduct. 

The particular acts embraced under the class of ordinary 
offences shall be made known, officially, from time to time, as 
the exigencies of the school may require ; and for each of these 
offences there shall be, in the first instance, a demerit mark of 
1. If the offence be committed after a special warning by 
the Professor, it shall be so recorded, and incur a demerit 
mark of 2 ; and an additional demerit mark for each addition- 
al warning ; provided, however, the mark for this class of of- 
fences shall not exceed 5. 

The demerit for lateness and absence, when the detention is 
not occasioned by sickness, necessary attendance on the sick, 
or some equally imperative cause, shall be as follows : Lateness, 
10 minutes or less, 1 ; more than 10 minutes and not more 
than 30, 2 ; more than 30 minutes and not more than the first 
recitation period, 3 ; any larger part of the day, 4 ; absence a 
whole day, 5. This does not include truant-playing, which is 
embraced under the head of special offences. When a student 
has been late or absent, it shall be his duty, on his appear- 
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ance in the school, to deliver to the Principal a note, signed 
by hie parent or guardian, stating the length and cause of SHch 
detention, in order that it may be judged of under this rule. 

No student, after entering the school in the nioming, shBll 
leave under any pretext whatever, before the close of the ses- 
sion, without the written permission of the Principal ; and it 
shall be the duty of the Principal to record in his diary th^ 
name, the time, and the cause of such permission when granted^ 

When any offence has been committed which seems to re- 
quire more than usual notice, the Professor in whose presence 
it has occurred, shall either send the offender at once to th© 
Principal, or cite him to appear before the Faculty at their 
next regular meeting, according to the grade of the offence; 
and every student shall promptly report himself to the Prin- 
cipal, or answer his citation before the Faculty as required. 

Every act of truant-playing shall, in the first instance, incur 
a demerit mark of 10 for each day of such absence, accom- 
panied with admonition, public or private, according to the 
circumstances of the case ; and if repeated after such admoni- 
tion, the truant shall be indefinitely suspended, and his case 
reported at once to the Committee. 

Any student having presented a note or other writing, false- 
ly purporting to be signed by his parent, guardian, or other 
responsible person, shall be deemed guilty of a very grave of- 
fence, and shall be dealt with by the Committee in their dis- 
cretion. 

Any student losing, destroying, or injuring any property of 
the Board, teachers, or of his fellow-students, shall make ade- 
quate pecuniary compensation, irrespective of whatever school- 
censure the circumstances of the case may require. 

The parents or guardians of pupils habitually indolent, or- 
so irregular in their attendance as to prevent their advance- 
ment with their classes, will be requested to withdraw them 
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and in case of refnsal they shall be reported to the Committee 
for Expulsion. 

For any gross oflfence, which seems to require it, a student 
may be suspended by the Principal, and the case reported im- 
mediately to the Committee. 

"When the number of a student's demerit marks, in one 
quarter, amounts to 50, it shall be the duty of the Principal 
"TDKUspend him. If then the student and his parent, or guar- 
dian, appear before the Faculty and give such assurances as 
may lead them to believe there will be a decided reformation, 
they may in their discretion readmit him on trial, or refer his 
case to the Committee at their next stated meeting. Should 
he again, after such readniission, accumulate 50 demerit marks 
before the end of the next quarter, he shall be indefinitely 
suspended by the Faculty, and reported for dismission to the 
Committee at their next stated meeting. 

All suspensions, whether by the Principal or the Faculty, 
shall be recorded on the minutes. Students under suspension, 
as all others, are required to attend the term examinations. 

A student may be promoted to a higher class at any time, 
by a vote of the Faculty, if in their opinion his age and at- 
tainments are such as to make it expedient. 

Each Professor shall keep a daily record of recitations, es- 
timating the value of each on a scale running from to 100. 
At the end of the quarter these will be averaged. From the 
averages of the several Professors a general average will be ob- 
tained, called the Quarterly Average of Scholarship. At the 
end of each term (the term consisting of two quarters) a rigid 
examination of the classes will be held in the studies of the 
term, and the results expressed numerically on a scale of 100. 
The average of these results combined with the quarterly av- 
erages of the same term, will give the Term Average of Schol- 
arship. When a class is about to graduate, an examination of 
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it Will be had in all the studies of the course, and the average 
of the results of this examination, combined with all the term 
averages of scholarship, will give the Final Average of Schol- 
arship. 

The marks of demerit which a stuJent may have incurred 
during the quarter will be deducted from 100, which will give 
the Quarterly Grade of Conduct. The average of the two 
quarterly grades will give the Term Average of Conduct. 
The average of all the term averages will give the Final Aver- 
age of Conduct. 

The quarterly average of scholarship combined with the 
quarterly grade of conduct will give the Quarterly Average of 
Merit. The term average of scholarship combined with the 
term average of conduct will give the Term Average of Merit. 
The final average of scholarship combined with the final ove- 
rage of conduct will give the Graduating Average. The otn- 
dent whose graduating average is the highest will stand No. 1, 
the one next highest No. 2, &c. 

Unless otherwise arranged by the Faculty, the student whose 
graduating average is the highest, i. e,^ who stands No. 1, 
shall at the commencement deliver the Honorary Oration ; the 
one who graduates No. 2, i. ^., whose graduating average is 
second in order of merit, shall deliver the Valedictory ;• and 
the one who graduates No. 3 shall deliver the Salutatory Ad- 
dress. 

The three students who stand the highest will each be enti- 
tled to a Peabody prize of the first grade (one hundred dollars) 
and the next four will each be entitled to a Peabody prize of 
the second grade, fifty dollars. 

Those students in all the classes, whose term average of 
merit is not less than 90, shall be ranked as Distinguished ; 
and those whose term average is less than 90, but not less than 
80, shall, in like manner, be ranked as Meritorious. The rank 
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of graduates in this respect will be announced. No student 
will be permitted to graduate whose final average of scholar- 
ship or whose graduating average falls below 60 ; nor will any 
student be advanced with his class whose annual average of 
scholarship, found by combining the two term averages , is less 
than 60. 

VIIT. GENERAL RULES. 

The rules and regulations for the Public Schools, both in 
regard to teachers and pupils, in so far as they are not super- 
seded by the foregoing, shall be in force in the Baltimore City 
College.

No pupil shall be excused from any study as above arrauged 
>?vitliout the consent of the Committee ; and any pupil who 
XMay be excused shall forfeit all right to contest for the gradu- 
siting honors and prizes. 

V. S;XAKmATION A^J> ADMISSION. 

There shall be an examination for admission to the Female 
High Schools, annually, in the month of July, to be conducted 
by the Faculty under the direction of the Committee ; and the 
result of the examination shall be submitted to the Board as 
soon thereafter as practicable. No pupil shall be examined 
under thirteen years of age. Pupils from private schools who 
may receive permits from the Committee, shall be examined 
at the same time as those jGrom Grammar Schools, of which due 
notice shall be given in the daily papers at least ten days pre- 
vious to the time of examination. 

Pupils who may pass a satisfactory examination, according 
to the standard approved by the Committee previous to the ex- 
amination, in Spelling, Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic, 
Penmanship and Music, shall be admitted. 

If any pupil shall fail to present herself at the school within 
one week-after the commencement of the term, she shall not 
be entitled to admission, unless the delay shall be caused by 
sickness or unavoidable absence from the city.

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No pupil will be readmitted if once removed from the school, 
unless otherwise directed by the Committee.

Each Assistant shall keep a diary or register of conduct, in 
which she shall note any act of misconduct, whether ordinary 
or special, which occurs in her presence, or which comes, 
properly under her notice, with the amount of her censure ex-^ 
pressed in demerit marks. She shall leave her diary with the. 
Principal when required once a week, or 'oftener, and it shall 
be the duty of the Principal to examine such entries and ap- 
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prove them, or (after consultation with the Assistant) make 
such change in said demerit marks as in his opinion shall be 
just, and then the same shall be carried into the demerit 
ledger ; but all such changes which may not meet the approval 
of the Assistant shall be reported to the Committee for its 
action. 

The pupils are required to be punctual in their attendance, 
diligent in their studies, respectful and polite toward their 
t;eachers, kind and civil in their intercourse with each other, to 
observe order and decorum in going to and and returning from 
Bchool. 

Breaches of discipline shall be divided into ordinary and 
special, which the Principal shall define and oflBcially make 
known as the discipline of the school shall require. 

For each ordinary offence thus specified, the mark shall be 
1 ; and if after the declaration of this (for in every case of 
marking the teacher must notify the pupil) the said offence be 
repeated during a period or session, the mark shall be 2. If 
again repeated in the same time, the pupil must be sent to the 
Principal. Special offences, among which may be classed as 
prominent, direct disobedience or disrespect, may be noted and 
deferred only for the decision of the Principal, or the offender 
may be immedia*ely sent to him with the offence specified. 
No pupil, for any offence, must be sent from any room except 
as above specified. Unbecoming or unladylike conduct, either 
in the school building, yard, or upon the street, shall be consid- 
ered a special offence. 

The mark for lateness at the opening of school shall be 1 ; 
for fifteen minutes, 2 ; for a period, 3 ; for a longer time, 4 ; 
and for a whole day, 5 ; except such be caused by personal sick- 
ness, necessary attendance on the sick, or death in the family. 

Pupils, for absence, must bring notes of excuse from parents 
or guardians. Such notes must express the cause. No pupil 
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will be allowed to leave the building during the Bchool session, 
except for the causes speciiSed above, without a note counter- 
signed by one of the committee on the school. 

When the number of demerit marks in any quarter 
shall amount to twenty-five, the pupil against whom they shall 
be recorded shall receive a notice of warning, and if the num- 
ber, in any quarter, shall reach fifty, the pupil shall be sus- 
pended by the Principal. If, however, the pupil aod parent, 
or guardian, shall appear and give assurances of reformation, 
she will be readmitted, but the effect of such suspension shall 
be to disqualify her for competing for the highest prizes. Should 
she again, after such readmission, accumulate 50 demerit marks 
before the end of the next quarter, she shall be indefiqitely 
suspended by the Faculty, and reported for dismission to the 
Committee at their next stated meeting. 

Every suspension shall take one from the final average of 
the last year; and any one who, during the last year, shall 
have fifty demerit marks, shall be disqualified (or competition 
for admission to the lectures of tbe Peaboijy and Maryland 
Institutes. Each teacher must, at his or her option, marl^ on 
a scale of from 1 to 100, recitations in any branch ox branches 
in his or her dxarge, except in Music, Drawing and Penman- 
ship, in each of which the maximum of marking shall not ex- 
ceed 80 ; but in the months of January and June there slmll 
be a stated and special semi-annvial or term examination of 
every class in all the studies of the preceding half-year or year. 
Examinations held during a terra shall be considered as reci- 
tations. The average of recitations, if any, during a term, 
shall be added to the result of the term examination, and the 
average of the two shall be the Term Average of Scholarship. 
At the close of the year the average of the two terms shall be 
an Annual Average of Scholarship. The number of demerit 
marks received in a term shall be taken from 100, and thebal- 
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ance shall be a Term Average of Conduct, and the average of 
the two term averages shall be an Annual Average of Con- 
duct. An average of annual scholastic averages shall be the 
Final Scholastic Average, and an average of annual conduct 
averages shall be the Final Conduct Average. An average of 
the two final averages shall constitute a Graduating Average, 
and to the pupil having the highest number shall be awarded 
the first medal and Honorary Address ; to the next, the sec- 
ond medal and Valedictory ; to the next, the third medal and 
Salutatory, and to the rest in the order of their rank, the re- 
maining medals. The Faculty may, however, at its option, 
award the preparation and reading of the address to such other 
graduates as it may select. 

For promotion from the first year to the second, from the 
second to the third, and from the third to the fourth, the scho- 
lastic average shall be 65, but for a diploma the scholastic aver- 
age of the fourth year shall be 75. From 75 to 80 shall be 
considered Meritorious, from 80 to 90 Excellent, above 90 Dis- 
tinguished, and these results shall be expressed on the diploma, 
which shall be awarded at the commencement that shall be held 
at such time as the Committee may appoint. 

In case of inability to complete any term record, such in- 
stance shall be submitted to the Committee ; and if the disa- 
bility arise from a cause satisfactory to them, such want of re- 
cord shall not debar from the reception of a diploma, or of a 
diploma and medal. 

The five pupils who stand the highest will each be entitled 
to a Peabody prize of the first grade, and the next will each be 
entitled to a Peabody prize of the second grade. 

VIII. GENERAL RULES. 

The rules and regulations for the Public Schools, both in 
regard to teachers and pupils, in so far as they are not super- 
seded by the foregoing, shall be in force in the Female High 
Schools.

To the Board of Public School Commissioners : 

Gentlemen : 

I take pleasure in submitting this my Second Annual Re- 
port for your consideration. The progress made in the Pri- 
mary Schools since my last Report has been very satisfactory. 
I have confined my instruction solely to the blackboard. I 
made the lesson left by me at one visit the basis of a thorough 
review at my next visit, asking for explanations of the various 
signs, the fluent reading of notation, and the correct division 
and beating of time on part of individual pupils as well as 
from the classes in unison. Through the prompt and eflicient 
co-operation of the respective teachers, and the interest evinced 
by them in imparting the instructions left by me, I am enabled 
to assert that (with but few exceptions) the first classes are ca- 
pable of singing with correct intonation and in time, any ex- 
ercise written in common time and containing intervals, not 
exceeding that of the second. Of course in such schools which 
contain one or more teachers who are practical musicians, the 
progress has been greater, and in some cases advanced even 
beyond the prescribed grade. 
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In the Eastern Female High School the progress has also 
been such as I could desire. I have made solmization the 
basis of my instructions in all of the classes, but most fre- 
quently in those of the first and second years. 

To the fourth year classes I have imparted occasional in- 
structions in harmony^ such as the contractions of the various 
chords and the inversions and solutions to which thev can be 
respectfully subjected. This, the highest branch of musical 
mathematics, being a very tedious study, the progress naturally 
has been slow, but judging from the interest manifested by 
the pupils, I anticipate the most gratifying results at the end 
of the next quarter.

To the Board of Commissioners of PvbliG Schools : 

Gentlemen : 

During this year my duties have been confined to the 
Western Female High School and Western Primaries, and it 
affords me much pleasure to say that in almost every case the 
classes have done well, and their progress has been very 
satisfactory. 

Singing by note is quite new in the Primary Schools, but it 
is very successful. The results in the past year or two, prove 
that it is a great deal better to commence with the elemen- 
tary part of Music in these schools, than to defer it until the 
children are admitted into the Grammar Schools. 

The Primaries I visit fortnightly, and instruct the children 
chiefly by blackboard exercises. But in the High School, 
where much more instruction is to be given, writing on the 
blackboard consumes too much time to be of very much ad- 
vantage. What we now need in the High Schools is a good 
vocal instructor, not a book of questions and answers, but one 
containing good vocal exercises. If we had such a book 
much of the time now used in dictation might be employed in 
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singing, and the scholars' improvement would be much more 
rapid. 

The resolution passed by you about the close of last session, 
asking of the Committee on Music of the Peabody Institute 
the privilege of sending several of each graduating class to 
the Institute for instruction in Music, must commend itself to 
the hearty approval of all, especially of those who take an in- 
terest in Music. 

An important place should be reserved for the study of 
Music, and to make it as interesting as possible, as in other 
studies, should not the simplest method be pursued for in- 
structing those committed to our care? 

The Pestalozzian or Transposition method, which is now 
used in the schools, is fraught with many difficulties, and is 
very hard for children to understand. The Italian, or 
fixed syllable plan is preferred because in a much shorter time, 
and far simpler way, the very same end will be obtained. 

My experience as a scholar and teacher, has demonstrated 
to me that much more can be accomplished by using the 
Italian method. This method is used in Europe entirely, and 
by the best musicians in this country. 

As it is used at the Peabody Institute, how can it be ex- 
pected of those young ladies who are granted the privilege of 
attending the music department of the Institute to be able to 
go on successfully with their classes if they have been taught 
according to a different plan ? 

Provided the same end is attained in a shorter time by a 
simpler method, I respectfully ask, ought it not to commend 
itself to our favor, at least for a trial ?

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REPORT OF THE TEACHER OF IHTSIC 

OF THE 

WESTERN DISTRICT GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 



To the Commissionera of the JPuUic Schools^ Baltimore : 
Gentlemen : 

In submitting this my Fourth Annual Report to your Hon- 
orable Board, I most respectfully represent that I have visited 
and given instruction in all the schools and classes in the 
Western District, according to accompanying schedule, with 
most encouraging and satisfactory results. 

As heretofore they have been taught according to grade, and 
with very few exceptions, have made fair, good^ very good to 
excellent advancement. 

It is desirable that all schools and classes of similar grades 
should make equal progress ; but this cannot be realized, nor 
should it be expected until all are surrounded and attended 
with equal advantages out of, as well as in school. 

For convenience the various classes are presented in three di- 
visions. 

1st Division. 

The lower classes are acquiring correct knowledge of I^ota- 
Hon — the staff, its object and use, and its relation to the scale ; 
the cleff and its oflSce ; the bar and its use, with various other 
characters, signs, and definitions. A large majority know the 
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degrees of the staff by letters, numerals, and syllables in the 
keys of C, F, and G ; understand the notes and rests, and the 
notations of the whole, half, and quarter- riotes, also the dot ; 
know the kinds of time and measure as indicated by figures 
\'i\u. \ ^^^ ^^ beat, or count and accent the same. 

2d Division. 

The medium classes understand, in addition to the fore- 
going, the scales of D and E ; the notes and rests ; their rela- 
tive values from the whole note to the sixteenth ; beat or 
count, and accent *,J,J,2 — J,J measures, learn readily and 
sing easy melodies by note. 

3d Division. 

The majority of the higher classes understand the major 
and minor diatonic scales ; their connections with, and rela- 
tions to, the staff; understand transposition, its object and 
use ; read correctly ; and under present training are fast ac- 
quiring the art of sigkt singing^ with good prospect of ac- 
complishing it in all the keys by the end of the school year ; 
understand the value of notes and rests ; describe and define 
correctly ; count, or beat and accent all the various measures ; 
know the different intervals, the triads, the position and in- 
versions of the common chord, and in some instances are ac- 
quiring correct ideas of first principles of modulation ; also 
know the chromatic scale, its derivations, constituents, and its 
use. 

The time necessary to acquire a knowledge of the transpo- 
sitions of the enharmonic scale, so seldom used, may be much 
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*By sight singing is meant strictly by note ^vithout insirumentdl aidf 
simply from scientific and practical knowledge of the subject. 
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better employed (in the public schools) in studying otlier 
branches more directly, constantly, and usefully connected 
with the subject. 

My labors have been attended with most encouraging re- 
sults from the improvement made by the teachers (especially 
by those who have strictly followed the system adopted and 
pursued ever since my connection with the schools) in giving 
music lessons, resulting in steady progress of their classes, also 
from the prompt and cheerful attention given to order and in- 
struction by the scholars, affording great satisfaction in being 
able to say, with strict propriety, that every department of my 
field of labor is further advanced and better prepared on a 
correct basis to make future progress tlian at any previous pe- 
riod since my supervision of them. 

" The Song Garden," f irni?*' < d the higher classes, from its 
adaptation to their wants and uses, is an important auxiliary, 
affording great assistance in the study and practice of music, 
also ample proof of the economy in providing proper and suf- 
ficient facilities in this department of public school education, 
by saving time to both teachers and scholars, and really mak- 
ing twice the advancement. 

Similar facilities furnished to the other grades of classes 
would reasonably result in similar advantages. 

Intelligent, practical men understand and appreciate the 
economy of providing the necessary and suitable facilities to 
prosecute successfully any enterprise, whether mental, physical, 
or both. 

Skillful teachers understand the advantage of blackboard il- 
lustration ; also, in order to make their work sure, that repe- 
titions are requisite. To accomplish this with the greatest 
success, a book should be placed in the hands of the scholar, and 
the lessson may be repeated as often as necessary, without 
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rewriting it, saving much time, besides teaching to read 
from the book. 

System of Instruction. 

The system of instruction adopted and enjoined to be used 
by the Board some years since, has been carried forward liter- 
ally and constantly without change, variation, or mixture with 
any other plan or method, from full conviction of its many ad- 
vantages and its superior adaptation to public school purposes. 
Wherever music is taught collect! vely-or in classes, not only from 
long experience and careful observation, but from information 
received since my last Annual Report from most reliable sources, 
I am satisfied of its increasing popularity, and its adoption in 
the large cities and influential centres of the United States, 
and even in other countries, where constant eflbrt and progress 
have been making for several years past in favor of popular 
education. Especially is this the case in England, where the 
system has been thoroughly investigated and fairly and prac- 
tically tested^ so far exceeding ail others as to gain Govern- 
ment notice and patronage, and destined ere long to become 
the national system of that country for public school purposes. 

The System has its Opponents as well as its Advocates. 

They assert without proper examination or practical te%tSj 
simply assuming that the transpositions of syllables imposes 
diflSculties. 

What System is Without Them? 

Its friends claim that the matter objected to is of decided 
advantage ; that the trouble complained of is greatly overbal- 
anced ^by establishing perfect intonation^ acquired from con- 
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stant, habitual association of names and tones (which ever re- 
main the same), easily acquired and firmly established, espe- 
cially with children, adapted and suited to all keys^ maintain- 
ing a fixed, uniform rotation as connected with intervalSj 
tones ^ and sylldbic names^ and carried forward without instru- 
menial aid, scientifically and practically from a knowledge of 
the subject. 

Whereas in the Italian or any stationary syllabic method or 
system, every transposition of the key introduces new rela- 
tions between names smd ^n^^, consequently involving new 
and increasing diflBculties in every transposition, and requir- 
ing in most all cases instrumental aid to perform the intervals 
correctly. 

To claim that this or that system is the only proper one, 
without examination or trial, simply amounts to nothing. 

The only correct and true way to ascertain and compare the 
relative merits of any two or more systems, is by fair investi- 
gation with full practical tests. 

Many eminent artists, trained (professionally for public 
favor) in the Italian School, have appeared, and while this is 
admitted, thej^act that the time and means devoted, and the 
efforts made to attain such distinction, is left out of the ac- 
count, by the advocates of the systen. No mention is made 
of the devotion of, from 6 to 8 hours daily, for years, (from 5 
to 10) amounting on an average to 15,000 hours. 

Such long and constant devotion to the subject, with ordi- 
nary skill and industry, (properly devoted) ought to make an 
artist independent of any system. 

Where unlimited time and means are at command any 
system or method may be pursued, but where economy 
in either is requisite the one that confers the greatest benefit, 
at the least expense of time and means, will be adopted by all 
intelligent, practical people. 
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From present appearances our system is fast gaining ground, 
with strong prospects, ere long, of superseding all others for 
Public School purposes and popular instruction. 

The Advantages of Music in Public Schools. 

The beneficial influences of music in Public Schools, wher- 
ever established and properly carried forward, are becoming 
more extensively known, and more highly appreciated. 

On this subject I beg to be excused for repeating the obser- 
vations presented in my last Annual Report, which reads as 
follows : 

" From my experience and observation I am satisfied that a 
very true index maybe found of the relations existing between 
the various departments of a school by the attention given, the 
progress made and the pleasure derived from the study and 
practice of music. It works a most salutary and harmonizing 
influence, pervading every interest of the school, begetting 
reciprocal regards and friendships between teachers and 
scholars, and among scholars esteem and love — all tending to 
render their studies pleasant, and to induce cheerful obedience 
to proper rules and wholesome discipline." 

Another year's experience confirms (if possible) more fully 
the correctness of the foregoing remarks. I wish, also, to re- 
fer to corroborative testimony of Mr. Scheldon on the subject 
presented in the same report ; also, in further confirmation, 
to present the opinion of Mr. Pjiilbrick, Superintendent of 
the Boston Schools, a gentlemen of long experience and 
critical observation, in his last Annual Report, made to the 
School Committee on the subject, which says : 

'• It is found that about ten minutes a day, properly em- 
ployed, are sufiicient to derive excellent results in this branch, 
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and everybody who understands school economy knows that 
the time thus devoted to music will not in the least retard the 
pnpil8 in other branches." 

For my part I believe the general progress is the greater 
for this appropriation of time to music, such is its harmonizing 
and educating powers. 

In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge the courtesy and kind- 
ness received from Principals and Assistants, the respect paid 
and the attention given to instruction by the scholars ; also, 
gratefully to remember the friendly manifestations of your 
honorable Board.

Gentlemen : 

It has never been the fortune of the undersigned to make a 
formal report of his labors that afforded more real pleasure 
and satisfaction than the present. 

With increased facilities for illustrating the course, and 
additional experience in the manner and method of imparting 
instruction to the young, — which nearly three years of almost 
daily intercourse with the classes in the Grammar Schools has 
afforded, — he feels great pleasure in saying that his efforts 
have met the unanimous approval of the Commissioners, 
Teachers and Pupils, before whom he has appeared. Dis- 
tinguished gentlemen from abroad, as well as of this city, 
were occasionally present at the lectures during the year, and 
aMhave heartily endorsed our labors.
